How the Fearless Little Man Bore Him- 
self When His Life Was Sought in 
Bodie. 


The telegraph announces that 
George Daly, well known on the Com- 
stock, was killed by the Apaches near 
Nutts Station, New Mexico, on Friday 
last. Mr. Daly was born near Port- 
land, Oregon, in 1842. He went to 
Virginia City in 1872, and was for 
some time foreman of the Anterprise 
job printing office, afterward running 
that bueiness on an independent basis 
with Wm. Sutherland. He was also 
Superintendent of the Fiorida mine 
for a time. In 1875 he went to Bodie 
at the instance of Mr. Lerisgton, and 

here acted as Superintendent of the 
Mono, Belvidere and Jupiter mines, 
later of the Real del Monte at Aurora. 
From there he went to Colorado as 
Superintendent of the Little Chief and 
other mines. IIe recently removed to 
New Mexico and assumed charge of 
several mines there. George Daly 
was a very wide-awake and enterpris- 
ing maa, a statoch and true friend, 
and a bitter but not unreasonable ene- 
my. ile had nothing of the desperado 
or even of the desperate man about 
him. 

Readers of the Gazetre will recall 
the trouble in which Daly became in- 
volved while in Bodie. At one time 
there was a faction in that camp that 
determined to wreak summary ven- 
geance upon Daly. They set the day 
when Daly was to appearin Court for 
their reckoning. He was cool and 
collected. When the crowd began to 
gather and became threatening, a 
friend, Col. W. 8. Blasdel, went to 
Daly, pointed out his danger and of- 
fered to take him to Bridgeport. 
Daly said: 

“All right, 8 ; wait till I go 
and get my duster.” 

„Duster be damned!” said Blasdel. 
“If you go with me, you go right now.” 

Daly was prevailed upun much 
against his will. The two started in 
Blasdel’s buggy and at least a dozen 
pistols were out ready for use. Blas- 
del began to drive for life and Daly 
taced the crowd with pistol. in hand, 
cool as before. Blasdel felt as if a 
feather would have knocked him out 
of the buggy, when Daly turned to 
him and said: 

“What in bell are you running for?

A Silent Scuator. 

Senator B. H. Meder died in Car- 
son at 7:30 this morning. He was 
born in New Salem, Rockingham 
county, New Hampshire, Dec. 14, 
1812.
